Eumor statos that the Keform Loiifrue 
in London has Bubsidod, tlio moving 
oansos being a County Court Judgahip 
to Mr. Boalcs, tho President, and a 
Private SecrelaryBbip to Mr. U.0W0II, 
lato Sacrolury to tho Loaguo. Franco 
having brought Belgium to tormi, is 
going to take what she wants aooordiiip 
to custom — by a Com mission. Lord 
Brougham turned his legal knowledge 
to aooount a short lime betoro his 
death by making a proaeiu of every- 
thing be poBsessod to bis brother, and 
by that moanS] saving Probate and 
Lpgacy duty. A disiresBing case of 
infanticide was tried in Kingston, En(,'- 
land. A poor girl had been delivered 
of a female child at the house of an 
acquaintance. Tho fear of being a 
burden on her friend appears to have 
induced the girl to endeavor to roach 
the bouse of her parents at some dis- 
taDOo, although she was still in a very 
weak and exhausted condition ; the 
■womiin tried to dissuade lier, but willi- 
out avail, ullhough the night wuh very 
Btorniy. In her weak condition she 
reached tho bridgo over a mill stream 
on her way, wlioro Hhe slopped to rest, 
loaning tho tiaby on the wooden niil ; 
tho wind caused hor to drop hor 
nmhrella, and in tryinp; to reoovor ii 
Bho lost her hold upon the child, which 
fell into the mill stream and was 
drowned — so slie bUUoh, and the jury 
believed and acquitted hor. A young 
lady in Bristol has boon undoing with 
her tooth tbo knot tied by her lovcr 
with his hands. She found him hang- 
ing in a wood, but discovorod, after u 
desperate effort, that she could nc t 
untie tho knot on the handkorchiof by 
which he was suspeudod, so she bit it 
through and her lover foil to tlio 
ground almost unharmed. GliKlrfti'iio 
secured a majority of US for tho sec- 
ond reading of his dts-ostabiishmout 
Bill ; tbe committal is fixed tor tho 
15th of April Spain is forming a 
Government by the rule of throe j a 
Congress for three years, a Senate for 
twelve, and a Hing for eighteen ; i'. 
looks very like a joke, but Spanish 
people can't hoo any fun in it. Tho 
Prince and Princess of Wales arrived 
at Constantinople on the first of April 
and were received with great cero- 
moDj by the Sultan.

Tho didtnuco 
of time, howovor, (oit;hieoi) \ ('5irs) has 
oblitoratiid much ot tlio oviduiice, and 
there is little bcsid-s tbe man's own 
confession to convict biin, so that it m 
not likely the extreme penalty of the 
law will bo iiilhoiud. iliss H,;r()eit 
Coutts is n iiiiria M 1 to fill the ollice ol 
Poor-Luw guardian for the Parich ol 
Betbnall Green, Outrages attended 
with murdtr nro on the in(rou>e in 
Ireland. A poor wom.in, a hawker in 
Liverpool, was robbed of her child, a 
little girl two years of ago, by utiotlur 
woman with whonasho wag acquainted; 
determined on the recovery of her 
child she tracked the other woman 
nearly all over Bngland, following 
her occupation of hawker for a 
livelihood. Alter seven years pir« 
severance sho overtook the kidnapper 
of her child, and identified her lit- 
tle girl. Tho ohild-theif is in goal 
Fifteen individaals implicated in tbo 
murder of the Governor of B jr,;o.H, in 
Spain, have been soniencod to iinnrisi 
onmont with hard labor lur lifo. Th'! 
outrages and seditious condiuu ot tho 
liberated Ffnians, have dooided tlir 
English govornmont not to grant any 
more pardons 10 persons in cu.-tody 
convicted of Foniaiiism. Disastrous 
fires have oocurrmi at too Capo o( GooJ 
Hope, in consequouco of the inlenso 
heat, devastating a great extent of 
ountry, and causing nn immense loss of 
properly.

A largu 
nnmber of Australian diggers had ar> 
rived to try thoir fortunes in tho Col- 
ony at tho newly discovered g.ild 
fields.
